Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 940. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  the  report  refers  only  to 
essential  matters  and  many  sections  have  been  consid¬ 
erably  reduced. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a  high  general 
death-rate  and  infantile  mortality.  An  explanation  with 
regard  to  these  high  rates  is  given  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza 
which  were  prevalent  at  end  of  1  939,  continued  into  the 
first  quarter  of  this  year. 

Infectious  diseases  such  as  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diptheria  gave  little  trouble,  few  notifications 
of  these  diseases  being  received. 

An  important  change  is  recorded  regarding  Isolation 
Hospital  administration,  when  the  Corporation’s  Eller- 
beck  Hospital  was  taken  over  by  the  West  Cumberland 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  following  an  order  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

No  unemployment  figures  are  quoted  in  the  report, 
as  these  figures  are  not  obtainable  during  the  war  period. 

In  spite  of  difficulties  due  to  war  conditions  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  essential  matters  have  received  due  attention. 

Many  of  the  staff  continue  to  put  in  a  great  deal  of 
extra  time  in  Civil  Defence  duties,  in  addition  to  their 
ordinary  work. 

I  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  department,  for  the  efficient  and  willing 
manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

The  high  g-eneral  cleatli  rate  and  the  high  iiitaiitiie 
mortality  require  a  brief  explanation. 

Of  the  total  deaths  there  were  104  more  deaths  this 
year  ihan  in  1939.  This  increase  took  place  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  during  which  period  92  out  of  the  104 
deaths  occurred. 

The  causes  of  death  in  these  cases  were  due  to 
\^Oiooj)ing  Cough,  Influenza,  Cancer,  and  llespiratory 
Diseases  (Bromdiitis  and  Pneumonia).  Tor  example  Bron¬ 
chitis  and  Pneumonia  and  otlier  Ilespiratory  Diseases 
caused  an  increase  of  45  deaths  in  this  category  alone. 

Fiithermore  the  deaths  occurred  mostly  in  elderly 
people  ;  this  is  not  surprising  when  one  recalls  the  severe 
wintry  conditions  which  prevailed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
vear. 

The  increase  in  the  deaths  among  infants  appears 
to  be  due  to  similar  conditions  together  with  the  preval¬ 
ence  of  AVhooping  Cougli  and  Influenza. 

In  addion  to  these  causes  of  death — Convulsions, 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  added  considerably  to  the 
number.

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  subject, 
and  every  possible  consideration  is  g*iven  to  the  salvage 
of  foodstufts  without  detriment  to  the  consumers.  All 
condemned  foodstuffs  are  allocated  tor  animal  feeding. 

M dk  Suj}i)ly. 

The  number  of  Milk  Producers  in  the  fforoiigh  is  27, 
and  the  number  of  Purveyors  on  the  Register  is  G1 .  On  0 
farms  within  the  ]3orough  Accredited  Milk  is  produced 
under  Licemo  from  the  County  (k)uncil.  Two  Purveyors 
are  licemod  to  retail  Accredited  ]\rilk,2  Pasteurised  Milk 
and  1  Tub  erculin  Tested  Milk. 

])uring  the  year  4\  samples  of  Accredited  Milk  aud  8 
sam})les  of  l^asteiirised  Milk  were  submitted  to  the  Ba(‘- 
teriologist  for  examination  and  all  proved  satisfactory 
and  to  com})ly  with  the  ])rescribed  (‘onditions.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-two  samples  of  Ordinary  Milk  were 
examined,  and  78  proved  satisafctory.  The  49  iinsatis- 
facdory  samples  were  from  19  Producers,  8  of  these  being 
situated  withiji  the  Borough.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
pay  careful  attention  to  the  production  and  distribution 
of  Milk,  and  during  the  year  81(S  visits  were  made  to 
dairies  and  cowslieds.  It  is  very  disappointing  to  receive, 
adverse  results  for  the  amount  of  work  that  has  been  ])ut 
iu.  liabour  shortage  and  lack  of  water  for  cooling  ])ur- 
poses  app(‘ar  io  be  the  main  difficulties  of  several  farmers 
to  maintain  a  satisfacdory  standard. 

Three  sam})les  of  Milk  upon  examination  were  found 
to  (‘ontain  Tuberede  Bacdlli,  ami  the  Divisional  Veterin¬ 
ary  Officer  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
was  immediately  notified  so  that  herds  in  question  could 


l)e  exainiiied  and  tlie  C()W8  aiitected  isolated  and 
slaiigditered, 

M e (it  and  Other  Foods. 

Warehouses,  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  have  been 
fre(j[iientlY  inspected,  and  generally  speaking  the  various 
Acts  and  Itegiilations  have  been  well  complied  with. 
Jtetails  ot  meat  inspection,  foodstiifts  condemned,  etc., 
are  dealt  with  in  the  Ibeport  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.

Factories  Act,  1937. 

During  the  year  360  vusits  were  made  to  factories 
(including  hakehouses),  and  33  notices  were  served  re¬ 
garding  defects,  alterations,  etc. 

IT.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  directed  attention  to 
various  contraventions  of  the  Act  at  seven  factories. 
Immediate  action  was  taken  and  the  matters  were  recti¬ 
fied. 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Til  Tanuary  the  Harrington  Hoad  Slaughterhouse 
was  recpiisitioned  hy  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  slaugh¬ 
tering  has  been  centralised.  Meat  for  the  Borough  and 
certain  surrounding  areas  is  distributed  from  this  slau¬ 
ghterhouse.  During  the  year  871  visits  were  paid  and 
the  (*arcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  were 
carefully  examined  ])rior  to  release  for  sale.  The  num¬ 
her  of  animals  killed  was  16,999,  as  compared  with 
14,615  for  the  previous  year,  made  up  as  follows:  —
